The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, January 28, 1974 
at 4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Charles E. Slater, Mr. Allan J. Tremper, 
Mrs. Helen E. Knoblauch, Mr. Willard Shambaugh, Mr. Paul A. Lauletta and Mrs. 
Florence A. Buirley. Mr. Slater presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the December 24th meeting was the first item 
on the agenda. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded 
by Mrs. Buirley and carried. 


Opening of bids to borrow money was next on the agenda. Lincoln National 
Bank submitted a bid of 4.375% rate of interest and Fort Wayne National submitted 
a bid of 5.55% rate of interest less a premium of $4.00.

Revision of the grading 
at the base of some of the walls is also required. 


Analysis - Humidifier 


Numerous attempts to stop leaking have been unsuccessful. Corrective 
action by Paller Engineering's factory engineer has been assured. 


Analysis - Broken Glass 


The establishment of a cause-effect relationship of the situation is 
not clearly determinable at this point. Probable apparent causes are 
as follows:

All damage to class has occurred at points where screw heads fasten to 
the frame. Binding is evidenced in some locations. The thermopane 
window in the meeting room is broken on the exterior pane only. 
Clearances around the glass are adequate and no evidence of external 
stress is apparent. The hole in the glass on the south wall was caused 
by a workman removing the glass stop. Corrective action is required. 


Analysis - Landscaping 


Work is incomplete and we are waiting out the advent of the growing 
season to observe and resolve. The contractor has not been paid. 


Walks, Benches, and Bicycle Stands 


Contractor will install or take corrective action. The adapting of 
bicycle stands for locks has not yet been completed by library personnel.

Mr. Reynolds next requested the Board to grant an additional two weeks 
vacation with pay for Mary Jean Leffers and Geraldine Pilotte while attending 
the summer session of library school. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval to grant 
an additional two weeks vacation with pay to Mary Jean Leffers and Geraldine 
Pilotte, seconded by Mr. Tremper and carried. 


Mr. Reynolds next asked the Board's permission to spend $550.00 from the 
Gift Fund for Christmas decorations for the seven branch libraries and the 
departments at the main library. Mrs. Buirley moved the approval to increase 
the previous motion to $350.00 for the branches and $200.00 for the departments 
at the main library, seconded by Mr. Erb and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds reported to the Board on the present status of their lawsuit 
regarding the installation of the roof at the main library (h.i.). By consent 
the Board agreed Attorney David Heaton should proceed and they will take his 
advice. 


The minimum hourly rate law was next discussed. The library is required to 
pay the minimum hourly rate and also time and a half for all over forty hours. 
A new hourly rate list will be presented for approval at the next Board meeting. 


Mr. Reynolds next told the Board that the Fort Wayne Public Library is being 
considered for the state documents depository for Region 3. Depository status 
means that the State Library will send us all the state publications which it is 
able to obtain. We will also be required to adhere to the Regulations for 
Depository Libraries (h.i.). 


Mr. Reynolds informed the Board of the imminent purchase of the teletype 
machine for TWX centers. The Indiana Library and Historical Board has approved 
the expenditure of LSCA funds to purchase the teletype machines for the TWX center 
Libraries. A contract for a grant to cover the purchase of the machine will be 
sent to each Center Library in the near future. 
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Next on the agenda was to ascertain the Board's disposition relative to the 
proposal from Early Elevator Co. By consent the Board agreed to stay with Otis 
Elevator Company and pursue the reduction in price by eliminating some of the 
service we now carry. 


Mr. Reynolds discussed briefly trends in the use of public libraries. 


Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $85,255.00, 
electric current bill in the amount of $3,282.48, Lincoln National Life Insurance 
Company bill in the amount of $1,539.16; and Library Building and Equipment Fund 
bill in the amount of $1,180.93 was the last item on the agenda. Mrs. Knoblauch 
moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and passed 
unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

Under the provisions of the Indiana Documents Depository Act Ge eye 
1973) the Indiana State Library is charged with selecting depository 
libraries for Indiana state publications. The State Library is presently 
naming one depository in each ALSA (or Planning and Development) Region. 


Your library is being considered for the state documents depository for 
Region 3, and we would like to know if you are interested. 


Depository status means that the State Library will send you all the state 
publications which it is able to obtain; you will be expected to place your 
name on the mailing list for periodicals published by state agencies. Last 
year the State Library received approximately 500 state documents (this ie°2 
piece count, not a title count). While we are striving to increase the number 
of documents received, it is doubtful that publishing in state government will 
increase dramatically. 


You will also be required to adhere to the Regulations for Depository 
Libraries, a copy of which is attached. These regulations are expected to be 
approved by the Library and Historical Board in July. They are patterned after 
federal depository regulations and require you to retain state documents for 
at least five years and to provide reference and inter-library loan service for 
your area. There are no restrictions on the manner of classifying or storing 
your documents. 


We hope that you will be interested in becoming a state documents depository, 


and we look forward to your questions and comments on this matter.

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Proposed 
Regulations for Indiana Document Depository Libraries 


Indiana document depository libraries are designated according to Public Law 
27, Laws of the State of Indiana 1973. 


Under the law, the four state university libraries are designated as depository 
libraries. Selection of secondary depository libraries shall be made by the 
Indiana State Library; said depositories to be located in the several geographic 


sections of the state. 


Depository libraries must provide interlibrary loan and reference service in 
connection with Indiana state documents to the libraries and to citizens in 
their respective regions, and make every effort to see that depository items 


are available to the general public and to promote their reference use. 


All depository doauments must be retained at least five years. Only the four 
state university libraries must request the approval of the State Library before 
disposing of depository documents retained five years or longer; other 
depository libraries may, at their discretion, dispose of older materials they 
do not wish to retain permanently in their collection, unless the State Library 
has given advance notice thet certain documents are needed for the State 


Library's collection. 


Selection of depository items shall be made by the Indiana State Library and 


shall be determined by the availability and the general interest of the item. 


Periodicals published by the state and documents available only through 


purchase must be obtained directly from the issuing agencies.

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Synopsis of “Documents Depository Acti’. 
P,L. 27, 1973 


The Indiana State Library is designated as the depository library for 
Indiana. public documents and is to maintain the official file of Indiana state 
documents. Two copies of each document published by the state are needed for 


the official file of Indiane documents, 


A public document is defined as any book, booklet, magazine, or periodical, 
namphlet, leaflet, sheet or other published items produced by printing press, 
multility, multigraph, mimeograph, or similar quantity duplication means, and 
issued by an official department, division, bureau, board, commission, 
educational institution or other agency of state government of Indiana for 
public information, puidance, or regulation. Copies of the annual reports of 
state departments made to the Governor, whether printed, processed or type- 


written are also included. 


Completely exempt from the law authorizing departments to furnish the 
State Library with documents are publications of state university presses, 
directives for internal administration, intra-office and inter-office 


publications, forms, memoranda, and contracts. 


The law further provides that up to fifty (50) copies of a public document 
of general interest are to be furnished the State Library for deposit in the 
libraries of the four state universities, the Library of Congress, and designated 
depository libraries throughout the state. The number of each document to be 
furnished the State library for distribution purposes shall be determined by 
the library according to the availability of the document, and the general 


interest as a depository item. 


Provisions are made in other acts for the distribution of certain state 
publications, such as the session laws of the General Assembly, the journals 
of the Indiana House and Senate, the Supreme and Appellate Court reports, and 
the publications of the Indiana Historical Bureau. These publications are 


exempt from this section of the law dealing with distribution of documents.

County Public Library, Fort Wayne, Indiana, the party of the second part, 
WITNESSETH THAT: 


WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States has enacted the Library Services 
and Construction Amendments of 1970 to assist the States in the extension and 
improvement of public library services in areas of the States which are without 
such services or in which such services are inadequate, in the improvement of 
such other State library services as library services for physically handicapped, 
institutionalized, and disadvantaged persons, and in strengthening State library 
administrative agencies; 

WHEREAS, by the terms of section 6 of the Act any State desiring to receive 
its allotment for any purpose under this Act for any fiscal year shall (1) have 
in effect for such fiscal year a basic State plan which shall provide for the 
administration, or supervision of the administration, of the programs authorized 
by this Act by the State library administrative agency; and (2) submit an annual 
program describing the specific activities to be carried out annually for which 
allotments are desired; 

WHEREAS, it is the wish and intent of the parties to this agreement that the 
party of the second part administer certain functions, hereinafter described, as 
part of the required State plan to be developed by the party of the first part, 


and, 
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WHEREAS, this contract is authorized pursuant to IC 1971, 5-19-1, h-23-7-6, 
18-5-2, and other laws pertaining to local and district library systems includ- 
ing inter alia, IC 1971, 20-13-1; 

NOW THEREFORE, it is mutually understood and agreed that the party of the 
second part will administer the following described functions under the State plan: 
Receive and disburse money during fiscal year 1975 (July 1, 1974-June 30, 1975) to 
provide library service to the physically handicapped. The Fort Wayne-Allen County 
Public Library is a subregional library serving the following counties: Adams, Allen, 
Blackford, DeKalb, Jay, Huntington, Noble, Steuben, Wells, and Whitley, 

IT 1S FURTHER mutually understcod and agreed that the administration of 
the above-described program will be supervised by the party of the first part, 
and that such supervision will be exercised as follows: 

1. By requiring submission of reports at reasonable intervals from 

second party. 

2. By requiring submission of lists of equipment or other property 

purchased by second party pursuant to this contract. 

3. By requiring consultation with State Library personnel by second party. 

AND 1T IS FURTHER mutually understood and agreed that the party of the 
first part will furnish consultant service, advisory services and money grants 
in such sums as may be determined by first party. 

AND 1T 1S FURTHER mutually understood and agreed that any funds paid 
under the Library Services and Construction Act which have been lost or di- 
verted from the purpose for which they were paid will be refunded. 

AND IT 1S FURTHER mutually understood and agreed that demonstration bud- 
get plans will be reviewed every six months, and that any balance which has 
accumulated because of unavoidable delays in putting the attached plan into 


operation will be deducted from the funds to be paid for the operation of 
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the plan in the next six-month period; or, if in the determination of the party 
of the first part, the expenditure of the accumulated balance is needed a 
meet a condition not foreseen at the inauguration of the plan, the balance 
will be added to the funds to be paid in the following six-month period. Any 
unobligated balances at the end of the project period are to be returned to 
the party of the first part. 

AND 1T !S FURTHER mutually understood and agreed that the second party 
shall comply with the reasonable supervisory requirements of the first party 
as described above and with all other provisions of this contract; and for 
breach in any material respect, the property acquired hereunder shall revert 


to first party.
